THE HAGUE, Aug. 8.—Britain 
must have the satisfaction of her 
demands for revision of the. proposed 
distribution of German reparations 
annuities ‘or’ there will not be afy.

Philip Snowden, British 
Chancellor of. the Exchequer, at The 
Hague conference today. 

Mr. Snowden said Britain’s réle in 
the war had been one of sacrifice, 
that she had come into the war for 
the security of other nations and had 
shed her blood for the interests of 
others. He declared Britain’ would 
not compromise, that. everything 
must halt until he got his answer: 

He also asserted that if Britain did 
not get what she regarded as fair 
treatment. at this conference, not 


only would she not‘accept the’ Young | 


plan but she would consider herself 
entitled under. the Balfour principie 
to make: a-revision of the debt ac- 
cords with her debtors, 


Delegates Are Astounded. 


This astonishing statement creates 
a-sensation, and brought: forth«% 
reply that the threat--to denounce 
treaties duly made and ratified con- 
stituted an entirely bad method of 
conference procedure, It is possible 
both France and Ttaly will make for- 
mal demands to know whether Lon- 
don backs up the threat of the Eng- 
lish spokesman to geht aparece the debt 
treaties.

Brokers’ Loans Climb $60,000,000 
in Week—Officials’ Deny. Link 
With European Gold Situation. 





As brokers’ loans mounted to a 
high record for the fourth suceessive 
week, passing .the  $6,000,000,000 
mark for the first time, directors of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York yesterday advanced the redis- 
count rate from. 5 per cent, the level 
which has been held since July 13, 
1928, to 6 per cent. The announcc- 
ment was made after the close of the 
Stock Exchange. Coincident with the 
announcement of the advance in the 
rediscount rate officials.of the Re- 
serve stated that the .bank’s buying 
rate on brokers’ acceptances would 
be reduced from 5% per cent to. 54 
per cent.

February. against the 
absorption of Federal Reserve credit 
in security. loans financial circles 
have apprehensively. awaited the 
taking of direct steps on the part 
of the Reserve authorities to cor- 
rect the situation. As week. after 
week has passed, however, with no 
change in the discount rate, it. was 
assumed -that. the likelihoed of such 
a move had passed.

8.—When Arnold 
Rechberg, German industrial leader, 
who is known as the ‘‘father of the 
European cartel movement,” -ap- 
pealed through an influential sec- 
tion wf the British press today for 
whole-hearted participation by the 
British  ‘‘heavy’’ industries in the 
great -post-war combinations of the 
Continent, the opening move’ was 
made in a campaign of Old World 
business to meet America’s advance 
upon world markets. 

n quarters‘close to the directors 
of European trusts, where’ this im- 
pression was obtained, it was also 

inted.out that by including. the 

ritish steel, iron and chemical in- 
dustries in the already successfully 
organized Continental cartels an in- 
dustrial force would be created that 
would prove more than a match for 
the highly organized American in- 
dus‘rial machine. 

It was regarded fitting that Herr 
Rechberg should be chosen as the 
man to launch the new movement, 
for with his brother, Fritz Rechberg, 
he controls the powerful European 
poms’ trust and through extensive 
nterests in German heavy industries 
exercises much influence in the coun- 
cils of the European steel cartel. To 
him, more than to any one man, is 
credit due for the creation of suc- 
cessful European trusts. 


Earlier Proposals Ridiculed. 
When, at the close of the World 
War, he first suggested that France 
and Germany get together and pool 
their heavy industries in a cartel 
agreement he was greeted with ridi- 


cule. This did not discourage him, 
however, and after five years of con- 
stant effort he saw the realization 
of his project, which, incidentally, 
has proved very profitable to all con- 
cerned. 

Pe ners the unquestioned success of 
the Continental cartels, or trusts as 
the public likes to regard them, the 
British heavy industries have resisted 
the temptation to join them. Re- 

eated offers have mn made, only 

o be finally rejected. It is now 
understood t continental business 
chiefs, genuinely alarmed by the 
American conquest of what hereto- 
fore have been .almost exclusively 
European markets, have come to the 
conclusion that the one best way of 
meeting the problem is through the 
development of cartels. This thought 
served recently to defeat the aims of 
the so-called European tariff hot- 
heads, who favored a plan for direct 
reprisals against American foreign 
trade. 

The excuse was to be the new 
tariff bill now before the Senate, 
but the real reason was @ desire to 
check American. exports.. 

At the American chemical confer- 
ence, just concluded Am | Paria, the 
competitive dangers which the Eu- 
ropean chemi trust is already 
creating for the American chemical 
business were. admitted and. dis- 
cussed in detail. As a matter of fact, 
one of the main reasons for the 
meeting was a desire to consider 
‘ways and means of meeting the new 
competition of the Continental trust. 

If Herr Rechberg succeeds in con- 
vincing the British chemical indus 
of the necessity of joining its. Conti- 
nental rivals, then the American 
chemical interests will indeed be 
faced with a formidable competitor. 


Cartel a Powerful Weapon. 


In all recent discussions among 
European business men meeting to 
consider the American tariff and 
American world trade ambitions the 


most influential men agreed that in 
the cartel they had a weapon of 
offensive and defensive power which 
‘was not yet fully pageocatad. Thus, 
if any concerted ropean action 
comes from the agitation provoked 
by our new tariff proposals it will 
very probably take the form of 
bigger and more powerful cartels, 
wi central sales and distribution 
offices in all the principal markets 
of the world. 

The effect of Germany, France, 
Great Britain, Belgium and half a 
dozen smaller countries combining to 
sell as a unit throughout the world 
iron, steel, chemicals and other vital 
Prchucts cannot be ted. In 
he opinion of indust sts:here the 
United States would find them a 
good match for its mass production 
advantages. 

Herr Rechberg’s argument that 
the American Steel Companies, the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, to 

exact, have organized an export 
association, the better to contend for 
world markets, is expected to prove 
a strong point with the British. 
French business circles emphasize 
that the American steel industries 
thus allied produce 40,000,000 tons of 
steel annually, whereas the Euro- 
pecs steel trust, which includes the 
eavy industries of Germany, France, 
Belgium and. L

BUCHAREST, Aug. 8.—The news 
that a prominent Rumanian . mer- 
chant, Dimitri Dostinescyu, has been 
arrested in connection with an at- 
tempt to procure a passport to. en- 
able a friend of former Crown Prince 
Carol, Barbu Jonescu, to return to 
Rumania from England, has caused 
a great sensation here. At first. it 
was believed the arrest was con- 
nected with a new attempt to organ- 
ize a Carolist revolt. The police ar 
reticent but the affair probably has 
a similar explanation. 

Shortly after Carol’s attempt last 
year to return by airplane to 
Rumania a statement was _ issued 
by the semi-official Rumanian news 
agency reflecting seriously on M. 
Jonescu’s past. The plot was. or- 
ganized in connection with Hun- 
garian activities in London. A Lon- 
don newspaper, anxious to expose 
the activities of the WHungarian 
propagandists, published the Ru- 
manian statement. The newspaper 
was sued for libel by M. Jonescu and 
ordered to pay a huge sum in 
damages. 

The newspaper declared it would 
emand indemnity from the Rn- 
manian Government for the state- 
ment of the semi-official news 
agency. Pressure was brought to 
bear on M. Jonescu from Rumania 
to abandon the demand for indem- 





nity. .When_ he refused he was de- 
prived of his Rumanian passport, 
making it impossible for him to re- 
enter his native country. 

M. Dostinescu admitted in prison 
that he was on the gg of procur- 
ing a passport for M. Jonescu ille- 
gally when arrested.

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WOMAN WAR'SPY 
IN SWISS ASYLUM 


Fraulein Lesser Was Called 
“‘Master Mind” of German 
Espionage Agents. 








ENJOYED THRILL OF WORK 





She Began as Girl and Made Many 
Trips to England and France 
During World Conflict. 





Wireless to THs New Yore Tres. 

BERLIN, Aug. 8—The mystery 
concerning the identity of the fa- 
mous German woman war spy, who 
up to now has. been referred to as 
Mlle. Docteur in France and as Mrs. 
Captain Heinrichs in England,. has 
been cleared up. A few weeks ago 
the doors of a Swiss insane asylum 
were closed on Anne Marie Lesser, 
whose ‘“‘master brain of the spies,” 
as Colonel Nicolai, chief of German 
espionage, called her, was ruined by 
the excessive use of morpheum in 
post-war years. . 

The daughter of a well known Ber- 
lin art dealer and art collector, Les- 
ser, and of an Italian-born mother 
who came from Brioni, she discovered 
her talent at. the early age of 17 


years by mere accident, Accompany- 
ing her father to St. Petersburg 
(now Leningrad), a German military 
attaché with whom she became 
friendly told. her-he was endeavor- 
ing to get possession of the plans. of 
a new Russian gun made at the 
Putilovy works which were in the 
hands of a Russian General with 
whom her father was dealing. Under 
the pretense of copying a certain 
painting, Fraulein Lesser copied the 
plan and the thrill she got from this 
adventure induced her to devote her- 
self exclusively to espionage. 

Coached by general staff officers, 
she developed an aptitude for the 
work, bein eatly assisted by her 
unusual intelligence and her com- 
mand of foreign tanguages. After 
the outbreak of the orld War she 
began to work independently. During 
the war she went repeatedly to 
France and England to organize the 
German espionage system. Among 
her agents was the dancer Mata 
Hari, who was put to death by a 
French firing squad during the 
war. 

During one visit to Paris,. where 
she went to give the chief agent, M. 
Coudyanis,. direct instructions, she 
was denounced to the French au- 
thorities by M. Coudyanis’s jealous 
fiancée but escaped. She returned to 
Paris a few months later and re- 
ceived valuable documents from the 
Rumanian dancer, Rene Coloscu, 
which she decided to take to Berlin 
personally. 

She was stopped at the Swiss bor- 
der and ‘was escorted by a soldier. 
She followed, apparently willingly, 
but when out of earshot of the sol- 
dier’s companion drew a concealed 
revolver and shot the guard dead. 
The next morning she appeared. on 
the Swiss side. and another guard 
was found dead at the border. 

Her parents died during the war 
and left her a large fortune, which 
proves she was not after money but 
loved intrigue more than life.

WINS BY*503 VOTES 


Conservative Margin in May Was 
6,000—Poor Showing Laid to- 
Ferguson's Tariff Views. —

LONDON, Aug. 8.—The Twicken- 
ham by-election today to fill the va- 
cancy in the House of Commons 
caused by the elevation of Sir Wil- 
liam Joynson-Hicks to the peerage 
resulted in a Conservative victory by 
the narrow margin of 503. votes, 
against a majority of nearly six thou- 
sand which the Conservatives had at 
the general election in May. 

Today’s vote for Sir John Fergu- 
son, the Conservative candidate, was 
14,705. The Conservative vote eight 
weeks ago was 21,087. On the other 
hand, J. T. Mason, the Labor candi- 
date, polled 14,202 votes today, which 
was only nine hundred less than he 
got in May. 

The result is not only considered 
significant because of the material 
felling off in the Tory vote in what 
has always been a Conservative 
stronghold, but it also indicates a 
lack of enthusiasm for Lord Beaver- 
prook’s plan for free trade within 
the Empire with a tariff against foo.l 
and other commodities from outside 
of the Empire.

Rules Prescribed by Vatican 
Treaties Take Effect. 














CHURCH “WEDDING ENOUGH | 


Previous Marriages by the State 
Only May Be Annutled—Husband 
Declared Head of Family. 





‘ROME, Aug. 8 ().—Tcday through- 

out Italy the new marriage rules 
and regulations calied for by the 
Lateran Treaties between Italy and 
the Holy See came into force and 
wherever yourg couples wént to’ the 
altar to be bound in matrimony they 
Nstened to the priest’s explanation 
that now and -henceforth -marriage 
by. the Church.is sufficient and 
marriage by the State is not neces- 
sary. : 

There was a great rush of young 
couples to: avai] themselves of the 
new simplified procedure, many 
having put off their marriage date 
until the accord went into effect. 
Practically every parish priest had 
several marriages to perform this 
morning. 

During the last s¢veral weeks the 
priests of the kingdom have been 
studying the instructions issued by 
the Vatican and at the same time the 
newspapers have been acquainting 
the people with what they must do. 

Fundamentally the new regulations 


they do is to bring marriages. by the 
Church, which several generations 
of anti-clerical politicians in Italy 
had lowered in standing, equal to the 
status enjoyed by marriage by the 
Church in America. Previous to the 
Lateran accord persons also had to 
be married by the.

Henceforth a 
handbill will be posted within the 
parish churches of the couple for at 
least eight days before the marriage, 
and also at the City Hall. The priest 
will continue the custom of announc- | 
ing the forthcoming marriage from 
the altar for at least fifteen days be- 
fore the wedding.” : 

Close cooperation* between the’ ec- 
clesiastical ‘and, civil authorities 
seems to mark the matrimonial sec- 
tion of the treaties. The priest who 
performs the marriage notifies the 
Italian equivalent of the county clerk 
within five days, giving names and 
details of the parties to the mar- 
riage. The priest explains to the 
couple not only the regulations of 
the Church, but also those of the 
State.

HEN skippers of yachts be- 
longing to half a hundred Star 
Class _ fileets, 


New Orleans this Fall to participate 
in the international Star Class cham- 
pionships, the daddy of them all will 
be a sailorman who learned how to 
handle the mainsheet and tiller of a 
boat something like fifty-five years 
ago. ‘ 
Commodore George A. Corry was 
only 12 years old when his father 
instilled in him the rudiments of 
yacht racing and yacht handling by 
the aid of a rope’s end, applied ex- 
ternally and vigorously. Today, at 
67, Pop Corry trains youngsters how 
to sail, but times and methods have 
changed. He doesn’t use a rope’s 
end, but he makes sailors out of 
them.. Young -John Carlisle, who 
won the junior class series at Larch- 
mont recently, is one of his pupils. - 


His Boat Is No. 1. 


The ‘‘Father of the Star Class’’— 
his own boat, the Little Dipper, is No. 
1 of a class that now has more than 
600. -boats+learned to sail on the 
waters of Long Island Sound in a 
“‘sandbagger,”’ and since the time he 
was graduated as a full-fledged skip- 
per at the age of 17 he has sailed al- 
most every type of yacht in these

He had one man out a few weeks 


ago, and when it came time to go 
about he told his ‘‘crew’’ to “‘set up 
on the backstay.”’ The crew inter- 
preted the order as ‘‘sit upon the 
backstay,’’ and when the Commodore 
turned to find why the mast was 
almost being torn out of Little Dip- 
per he found his crew sitting on the 
backstay rope. 

In yachting costume the Commo- 
dore is a fine figure, and he makes 
no secret of how he keeps it. He 
stands on his head and does all man- 
ner of setting-up exercises for ten 
minutes every morning. And he’s 67 
years old and can still bend over and 
touch his toes with his. hands. 

Keeps His Head Erect. 

The Commodore keeps his head 
erect by wearing a stiff collar 2% 
inches in height, and he has never 
worn any other kind. The collars 
and the black Ascot ties that he wears 
are made for him by a New York 
firm after the fashion of half a cen- 
tury ago. : 

He keeps his legs in shape by con- 
siderable feats of pedestrianism. The 
pedometer he carries always regis- 
ters more than 100 miles each month. 
A man of 67 walking 1,200 miles a 
year! 

Commodore Corry is one of the 
original members of the old Manhas- 
set Bay Yacht Club and the Rear 
Commodore of the present club. 


Star Class 


In the early yacht racing days his 
competitors were either professional 
oystermen or actors, who even then 
had found the North Shore of Long 
Island a nice place to live. Fritz 
Williams, present Shepherd of the 
Lambs, was one of the Commodore’s 
crews in days past. 

“And I hope he’s a better actor 
than he was a crew at the start,” 
the Commodore said. 


Originated “Little Bug Class.” 


Twenty-two years ago George Cor- 
Ty was one of the originators of the 
“Little Bug Class.’” Many of the 
yachtsmen didn’t have so much 
money in those days, and the little 
bugs cost $130. 

Innes O’Rourke, who now sails 
Avatar, the sloop of Commodore 
Floyd L. Carlisle of the Manhasset 
Bay Club, learned to sail in this 
class; so did Bill Swan, Donald Cowl 
and Fred Gade, stars of ‘the present 
Sound Interclub class. Hoby Ford, 
whose present Cynosure is -scoring 
heavily in the Atlantic One-Design 
class, had a Cynosure in the Little 
Bugs. ‘ ’ 

On one occasion when the Commo- 
dore was at the wheel of a large 
yacht a small boat was trying to 
come alongside. The Commodore 
had thrown the larger boat up in the 
wind and she was drifting slowly, so 
it is related, but not by the Commo- 
dore, The small boat made a sweep 
under the larger yacht’s stern and 
then bore off and missed c.ming 
alongside by several feet. 


He Makes a Suggestion. 


The procedure was repeated, and 
again the skipper of the smaller boat 
failed to make the connection. . The 
third time the Commodore reached 
for a megaphone and in his quiet 
tones that can be heard from Port 
Washington to Greenwich remarked: 

*‘Why don’t you drop your anchor 
and I’ll bring my boat alongside 
you.”’ : 

Sailing up Little Neck Bay one 
pleasant afternoon with his mother 
and sister aboard, Mrs. Corry fell 
overboard. George was able to catch 
her and pull her aboard. She was 
frightened, but said: ‘‘Oh, George, 
you were careless; you didn’t save 
my hat!” 

With ‘‘a backbone like steel,’’ as he 
describes it, ‘‘young’’ George Corry 
is out-in every blow when younger 
skippers are content to sit in the club 
rocking-chairs. 

He’s never served on the house 
committee of his yacht club, for he 
does his stuff on the water, and, ac- 
cording to his own statement, he ex- 
pects to be sailing a Star boat twen- 
ty years from now.

VICTOR BERGER. 


A Socialist before Mr. DEBS was 
VICTOR BERGER, with 
Se scientific Socialists, withdrew 
from that old Utopian cooperative 
a hentia a of which he was first 
enamored and pointed the way to 
such successes as Socialist Democ- 
racy was to attain. Political effort 
by political organization, accom- 
panied with dissemination of the 
By 
Socialist newspapers, of scanty cir- 
culation at first, German and Eng- 
lish; by the influence of his strong 
and engaging personality; by his de- 
liberate opportunism and his readi- 
ness to consent to small doses of 
socialism till the patient’s constitu- 
tion could stand bigger ones, in a 
few years he put the Socialists in 
charge of the government of Mil- 
waukee. He gave the people hous- 
ing reform, parks and so on. 

To less sagacious Socialists, no 
more “ radical” than he, he seemed 
a doubtful character. He was a boss, 
a-.highly cultivated and intellectual 
boss. He could always point to con- 
crete “results.” He was often will- 
ing to lend votes to the elder LA 
FOLLETTE. In 1924 he supported 
that “middle class” politician, a 
“ Kleinbiirger ” to the Pures, prob- 
ably in the hope of picking up a 
Socialist Representative or two from 
the trade. In his less serious mo- 
ments—and his humor was abound- 
ing and delightful—he expressed his 
relation to the Lafollettians: differ- 
ently. In the days before the tempo- 
rary alliance the Wisconsin Social- 
ists, he said, were a great help to 
Mr. LA FOLLETTE’s friends; some- 
thing they could “ view with alarm.” 
Later Mr. LA.FOLLETTE viewed all 
parties but his own with alarm and 
wrath. 

It is a peep into the Age of Inno- 
cence to recall the commotion 
caused by Mr. Bercer’s first election 
to the House of Representatives in 
1910. A cartoon in a New York Re- 


{publican newspaper showed “ Jor ” 


CANNON and NELSON ALDRICH gaz- 
ing, full of ‘fear, fromi behind the 
Capitol at “the first Socialist.” But 
Mr. BERGER’ soon became a crony of 
* JoE’s.” The pillars. of our Consti- 
tution showed no tendency to fall 
when the gentleman from Milwau- 
keé introduced a resolution to abol- 
ish the Constitution. Everybody in 
the House liked him. Of his unhappy 
return to Congress, of his sincere 
opposition to the war, the exclusion 
of his newspaper from the mails, his 
conviction and sentence, subsequent- 
ly quashed, the passionate refusal of 
the House to seat him, even after 
his re-election, his final’ admission 
by unanimous vote, it is unnecessary 
to speak, 

There is no.breath of life in those 
old animosities. War brings many 
collateral disasters. Freedony of 
speech, freedom ‘ofthe press, suffer. 
We think we shall be wiser and 
cooler the next time, if, there is one; 
and we shan’t. In ‘his last three 
Congresses Mr. BERGER recovered 
that large measure of “esteem and 
friendship among his colleagues to 
which his qualities, mental, mora 
and social, entitled him; and there 
was general, regret ‘and surprise at 
his defeat’ ‘last year. It is curious

The necessity of placing a 
strong and capable man in the Con- 
trollership has been for years ad- 
mitted as vital in the. scheme of city 
government here in New York. 
_.Fortunately, both the leading par- 
ties have now recognized and acted 
upon the truth of this.

CHINA’S TROUBLED FINANCES. 


Nationalist leaders in China arc 
naturally making special efforts to 
induce Mr. T. V., SOONG to remain 
as Minister of Finance. His resig- 
nation wolld deprive them of the 
services of one of their ablest mem- 
bers, and-might also be followed by 
internal quarrels in Nanking. Mr. 
SoonG has. been for the last ‘five 
years one 6f the sanest and most 
effective of the Nationalist leaders. 
While he has not always. been in 
office, he has made serious efforts 
to establish the government’s fi- 
nances on a sound basis. A graduate 
of Harvard University, he belongs 
to the so-called “Soong Dynasty,” 
widow. of the 
famous. Dr. SUN YAT-SEN, the. wife 
of President General CHIANG Kal- 
SHEK, and Mrs. H. H. KUNG, whose 
husband is the titular head of the. 
clan of CONFUCIUS. . 

It is commonly believed in foreign 
circles -in: China that. there has. not 
been complete harmony between the 
various members of this family. 


SEN sided with the extreme radicals. 
Mr. SOONG remained with the mod- 
erates. The wife of CHIANG KAlI- 
SHEK became a powerful personage 
behind the scenes, determined to 
strengthen. her husband’s. position. 
Whether this has, incidentally,’ re- 
sulted in alienating her brother is 
not. known. But if. he stays ‘out, 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK’S government will 
be weaker. | 

The. formal reason advanced ne 
Mr. SOoNG ‘for wishing to resign is 
that he has beén uriable’ to’ keep 
down. military expenditures. When 
the Nationalist Government extend- 
ed its sway to embrace the armies 
of its former opponents, it took on 
fresh obligations which were sure 
to be financially, embarrassing. Sol- 
diers cannot be’ disbanded- with an 


empty hand in China, as they then | 


become bandits. who prey on the 
countryside. To retain enormous 
armies is, on the other hand, very 
expensive. As ‘a result, most of the 
Nationalists’ revenues. have had to 
go-to the military arm. as 

This ts but one of ‘many. tangles in 
China, Granting the earhest desire 
of the Nanking Government to get 
rid ot the militarists. and disband the 
soldiers, the practical execution of

Clearing House 
figures on: which lotteries are based 
brings these lotteries more unpleas- 
antly to view than ever. From the 
Police Commissioner down. to the 
humblest and most hopeful’ patron 
in Harlem the whole community 
knows that these. hazards exist, in 
New York City‘ on ‘a large scale. 
Sevefal sections ‘of Article 88 of :the 
Penal Code afford ample means for 
procedure and punishment. Detec- 
tives are now ‘reported to be on the 
trail of some “ higher-ups ” ‘in the 
Clearing , House Jottery, who. are 
charged with responsibility for. the 
effort to bribe ‘the newspaper .run- 
ner whose integrity. proved ‘superior 
to the temptation. It should not be. 
difficult to “find them. And ‘while 
the Police Department 'is' about ‘this 
specific task it’ would ‘be an excel- 
lent idea to put the fear of the law 
into the hearts of all those respon- 
sible: for. this particularly: despicable 
form of: ivenating the ee eee of _ 
poor, ;

Attorney General ic Told. Bishop 
Will Supply Facts About His 
Part in 1928 Election.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Bishop 
James Cannon Jr.,; of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South. asserted to- 
day that the letter written by Rep 
resentative Tinkham of Massachu- 
setts, wet Republican, requesting At- 
torney General Mitchell’ to order an 
investigation of loans made by Bishop 
Cannon to the anti-Smith Democrats 
of Virginia, was an attempt! on Mr. 
Tinkham’s part to ‘‘convince his wet 
Roman Catholic, Boston constituency 


that he should be retained in Con- 
gress.”’ 


The Bishop also stated that he had 
written to the Atorney Genéral ad- 
vising him that he can obtain any 
information he desires ‘ concerning 
the opérations of the Board’ of "Tem- 
perance and Social Service of. the 
Methodist Church, or concerning the 
Bishop’s activities in the 1928 cam- 
paign. 

Bishop Cannon pointed out that, in 
replying to an earlier attack by Mr. 
Tinkham, he had explained that all 
loans to the Headquarters Committee 
of the Anti-Smith Democrats of Vir- 
ginia in 1928, were made by him 
‘‘personally,’”’ and not as an officer 
of the Church Board. 

All these loans, according to the 
Bishop, were repaid. He said there 
was no desire to corceal the source 
from which the funds came.

GERMANS OFFEND BELGIANS, 


124 Boys, Barred From Scout Jam- 
boree, Ousted at Ostend. 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 8 (%.—A party 
of 124:German boys from the Rhine 
provinces who call themselves Boy 
Scouts has been expelled from Bel-~ 
gian territory by order of a magis- 
trate after a noisy passage across 
Belgium to England and back again.

Eleven Experts Will Make a 
World-Wide Survey for the 
University Law School. 





DR. KIRCHWEY TO BE ADVISER 


Group Will Consider Advisability of 
Establishing a Permanent In- 
stitute of Criminology. 





Eleven nationally known special- 
ists.in criminology were named yes- 
terday to make a survey:of every 
phase of crime detection and pre- 
vention in the United States, under 
the auspices of the Columbia Uni-. 
versity Law School. The commission 
will be under the direction of Profes- 
sor Jerome Michael of the Columbia 
Law School, formerly. Assistant At- 
torney General of the Uniteed States, 
according to Dean Young B. Smith, 
who made the announcement. 

The commission, which was char- 
acterized by Dean Smith yesterday 
as ‘‘the best staff ever assembled 
for the study of crime,’’ is expected 


to finish its report by next Summer, 
when it will be published by the Co- 
lumbia Law School. A number of 
the experts have been relieved of 
part of their official burdens so they 
may give more time to the work. 





The survey has been made possi- 
ble by a large New York foundation | 
which does not want to be identified 
with the project. Dean Smith de- 
clined to name the amount of the 
contribution.

To Weigh Research Problem. 


Dean Smith. said yesterday that 
several more will be added to the 
staff. He emphasized the fact that 
the purpose of the study is ‘‘not to | 
survey the whole problem of. crime 
in the United States, but to deter- 
mine the most adequate measures by 
which the various problems of re- 
search and. training can be carried 
out.”’ 

“Tt may be that the result of such 
an investigation will be to recom: 
mend the establishment of an insti- 
tute of criminology, but such a 
determination ‘will have .to depend 
upon the results of the study,’’ Dean 
Smith said. ‘‘We :don’t hope to 
solve the crime protlem. That: is 
for the future. But we do hope to 
produce a comprehensive survey of. 
the knowledge, techniques, and ex- 
perience which ere now available, 
through the cooperation of this 
staff, whose members .have been 
selected’ with regard ‘to their special 
qualifications in the various fields of 
knowledge which are concerned with 
the problem of crime. 


“Among the aspects of the crime . 


situation to be considered are: the 
best method of making the results 


to practical workers; whether or not 
this country needs to develop its 
police training schools and other in- 
stitutions for instruction in dealing 
with crime; and the. problem of 
effecting full cooperation between 
educational and. scientific experts 
and crime officials.’’ 

Frequent conferences will be held 
at which the eleven experts will co- 
ordinate their findings. 

“A group of scholars devoting their 
lives to studying the causes of crime 
and the most scientific methods of 
cetection’ may be of valuable assist- 
ance to officials charged with th: |! 
responsibility of safeguarding public 
life and property,’’ Dean Smith said. 
“A laboratory operated on a scien- 
tific basis mey be able to hunt down 
the social disease of crime just as 
biological laboratories are trying to 
discover the nature of cancer.’’

It was not until after all markets 
had closed yesterday that the day’s 
most important financial develop- 
ment was announted. This was the 
increase in the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank rate to 6 per. cent 
after it had been stationary at 5 for 
more than a year, and the further 
expansion of brokers’ loans by 
$60,000,000, putting the borrowings 
across the $6,000,000,000-mark for the 
first time. 

With the first reflection of this. un- 
expected ‘action to be evident'in the 
securities market this morning, there 
is naturally even more interest in 
just what this change of front by 
Federal Reserve officials will mean 
to the money markets and to busi- 
ness of the country as a whole. The 
simultaneous reduction to 5% per 
cent in the bank’s buying rate for 
bills is expected to bring in a flood of 
these for discount, thus relieving 
the pressure in other directions and 
bringing about gradual ease in money 
rates as a whole. That, apparentiy, 
is what the Reserve Board officials 
hope for, in view of the increasing 
pressure for credit to care for 
Autumn commercial and agricultural 
requirements. 

The situation is a complicated and 
complex one. . The. board is, con- 
fronted by an almost continuous ex- 
pansion in the account of loans on 
securities; by a sterling rate but 
fractionally above the point at which 
gold shipments from England would 
be profitable; by a Bank of England 
rate lower by one-half per cent than 
the New York, and finally, by a New 
York rediscount - rate materially 
higher than that of the other banks 
of the country. Quite evidently, it 
will be the New York bank which 
will bear the brunt of the expected

Plan Discussed at. Conference. 


“The traffic division of the Police 
Department has ‘examined the loca- 
tions affected, made a careful analy- 
sis of the general plan and finally 
a conference was held at Police 
Headquarters with the Police Com- 
missioner, President Menden of the 
B. M. T. and Traffic Inspectors 
Sackett. Ahearn. and McCarthy,” 
wrote Commissioner Whalen. 

‘‘At the conference referred to, 
every feature was discussed from a 
transportation and traffic angle and 
no feature was found which could 
be criticized except in minor details. 

“Borough President .Byrne has 
been .consulted and he offers no ob- 
jections to any of the — physical 
changes to be made in the streets 
affected. I.am therefore pleased to 
advise you that the Police Depart- 
ment approves the plan and will 
welcome for vehicular traffic use 30 
per.cent of additional roadway made 
available under this plan and which 
is now solely occupied by your com- 
pany for the operation of its: trolley 
cars. 

“Since: it will take at least ninety 
days to make the physical changes 
necessary to carry out the plan, 
ample time will-be afforded the pub- 
lic to become familiar with the traf.

“You and your associates have 
shown a splendid spirit of coopera- 
tion in this matter toward the city 
and I wish to make acknowledg- 
ment ofthe same.”’ 


' Tracks to Be Eliminated.

CITY RENT LAWS FACE TEST. 


Suit by E. N. Adler Asserts They 
Are Unconstitutional and Invalid. 


A test of the new city rent laws 
was made in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday when Ernest N. Adler, treas- 
urer of the United Realty Qwners | 
Association, applied for judgment on | 
the pleadings in a suit against Anna 
Bahlinger, a tenant, for rent. The 
tenant raised the defense of the new 
rent laws, but the plaintiff in asking 
judgment contends that the laws are 
unconstitutional and invalid and 
were passed without authority by the 
Municipal Assembly. 

Mr. Adler, who is the plaintiff in 
the litigation atgacking the housing 
acts, contends that the rent ‘statutes 
are invalid both under the State and 

ederal Constitutions on the ground 
that they cause the taking of private 
property without due process of law, 
imperil the obligation of contracts 
between landlords and tenants, and 
deny the Nr re protection of the laws 
to the landlords. The case came be- 
fore Justice Peters, who adjourned 
argument to Aug. 15.

LUMBER CONFERENCE 
EXTENDS OPEN RATE 


Policy to Let Member Ship Lines 
Meet Competition Will Ran 
Throagh October. 


The United States Intercoastal 
Conference announced yesterday 
through its chairman, Robert. C. 


Thackera, that the open lumber rate 
which was established early in the 
Summer for a two-month period and 
was later extended through Septem- 
ber would be further extended 
through October. 

The open-rate policy was begun in 
July for two months when ship lines 
holding B ypremoneml gg yr confer- 
ence and en: ng in r- 
tation of lumber in the interoosstal 
trade complained that they were un- 
able to obtain a fair share of the 
business owning to the more attrac- 
tive rate fixed by non-members. 
Trade was not heavy at the time 
and the intercoastal lines were in 
active competition to obtain such 
lumber as was moving. It was de- 
cided, therefore, to let the member 
lines enter the field on a parity with 
non-member lines, and the rate of 
$14 a ton, which had been established 
by the conference, was abolsihed for 
two months. 

The general rate in the trade soon 
dropped to about $12.a ton when the 
conference lines, which include the 
most powerful lines in the inter- 
coastal trade, met the non-member 
lines on their own ground. It is said 
that the rate has now eit daln Sot to 
about $10 a ton.
